Eisenhower Sunday Night

Reims, France. May 7 (Al*)—Germany surrendered 
unconditionally to the Western Allies and Russia* at 2:41 
a. rn. French time today. (This was at 8:41 p. rn., Eastern 
War Time °unday). 


The surrender took place at a little red school house 
which is I he headquarters of Gen. Eisenhower. 


The surrender which brought the war in Europe to a 
formal end after five years, eight months and six days of 
bloodshed and destruction was signed for Germany bjr Col. 
Gen. G otav-Jodl. 


Jodi is the new chief of staff of the German army. 
It was .signed fi r flu* Supreme Al-4 
lied command by Lieutenant Gen­ 
eral Walter Bedell Smith, chief of 
.staff for General Eisenhower. 
It was nlio signed by General Ivan 
Susloparofl for Russia and by Gen­ 
eral Francois Sevez for France.

London, May 7—The war against Germany, the greatest in history ended 
today with the unconditional surrender of the once mighty Wchrmacht. 
The surrender to the western Allies and Russia was made at Gen. Risen* 
bower's headquarters at Reims, France, but official announcement by the Dig 
Three was held up. pending simultaneous fiction by Washington, Moscow and 
London. The Ix'st information available in London tonight was that the an­ 
nouncement might not Im* made until tomorrow afternoon. 
In Washington microphones were made ready for a broadcast bv President 
Truman 
Prime Minister Churchill, after a busy day at IO Downing St., went 
to see King George VI. 
News of the surrender came iii an Associated Press dispatch from Reims, 
at 9 :*{.*> a. in., Ka at era War Time, and immediately set the church bells tolling 
in Rome and elsewhere. 
In the hour before the news from Reims, German broadcasts told the Ger­ 
man people that Grand Admiral Karl Doenitz had ordered capitulation of all 
fighting forces, and called off l r-hoat warfare. 
Joy at the news was tempered only by the realization that the war against 
Japan remains to be resolved, with man * casualties still ahead. 
At Least 40.003.000 Casualties 
The end of the European warfare greatest, bloodiest and costliest war in 
human history— it has claimed at least 10,000,000 casualties on both sides in 
killed, wounded, and captured — came after five years, eight months and six 
days of strife that overspread the glolie. 
Hitler’s arrogant armies invaded Poland on S4*pt. I, 19!>9, beginning the 
agony that convulsed the world for 2,070 days. 
I ’nconditional surrender of the lx*a‘en remnants ut his legions first was 
announced by the Germans. 
The historic news bogan breaking with a Danish broadcast that Norway 
had been surrendered unconditionally Ii/ its conquerors. 
Then the new German foreign minister. Ludwig Schwerin von Krosigk, 
innonneed to the German people, shortly after 2 p. rn. (8 a. rn. Eastern War 
rime), that “after almost six years’ struggle we have succumbed.” 
Von Krosigk announced Grand Admiral Karl Doenitz had “ordered the un­ 
conditional surrender of all fighting Ce man troops.” 
Announced Sunday Rveiling 
flu* world waited tensely. Then at 9:35 a. rn., E.W.T., came The Associated 
Pres* flash from Reims, France, fe llin ’: of the signing at (Jen. Eisenhower’s 
headquarters of the unconditional surrender at 2:41 a. rn. French Time (K: 11 
p. rn., K.W.T.) Germany had given up to the western Allies and to Russia. 
London went wild at the news. Crowds jammed Piccadilly circus. Smiling 
throngs poured out of subways and lined the streets. 
(Cheers went up in New York, too, and papers showered down from sky­ 
scrapers.) 
A sour note came from the German-controlled radio at Prague. A broadcast 
monitored by the Czechoslovak government offices in London said the German 
commander in Czechoslovakia did not recognize the surrender of Admiral Doe­ 
nitz and would tight on until his forces “have secured free passage for German 
troops out of the country.” Rut the Prague radio earlier announced the capitu­ 
lation of Rreslau, long besieged by Russian forces. 
Capitals Arranging V-K Day 
The RRC said telephone conversations were going on between London, 
Washington and Moscow in order to fix the exact hour of the V-K Day an­ 
nouncement by President Truman, Prime Minister Churchill and Premier Stalin. 
An announcement on the wavelength of the Klensburg radio, which has been 
carrying German communiques and Ord *rs for several days, said: 
‘German men and women! The high command of the armed forces has 
today, at the order of Grand Admiral Dienitz, declared the unconditional sur­ 
render of all fighting German troops.” 
The announcement was attributed to the new German Foreign Minister. 
Count Schwerin von Krosigk. 
Crowds gathered in the flag-decked streets of London and crowded about 
microphones. Prime Minister C hurchill had arranged to go on the RRC! with 
the official Allied announcement whenever it was ready. It was announced last 
week that King George VI would broadcast to his Kmpire at 9 p. rn. (.‘J p. rn. 
{Hasten* W ar Time) on V-K Day. 
P-Bon! Attacks Ga IM DIT 
Shortly after the broadcast attributed to Yon Krosigk, the German communique was 
broadcast on the Flensburg wave length. 
This said “bitter lighting continues” in the area of Olmuetz in Moravia where the 
Germans have been opposing the Russians. This communique usually has related the events 
of the previous day. 
An order of the day attributed to Doenitz ordered German U-boats to cease fire. 
“After almost six years struggle we have succumbed,” the Krosigk broadcast said. 
“Our sympathy firstly goes out to our soldiers. Nobody must deceive himself on the 
harshness of the terms which our enemies have imposed on the German people. 
“Nobody must have any doubt that heavy sacrifices will be demanded from us in all 
spheres of life. 
“We must take them upon us and stand loyally to our obligations.” 
“W inding Up Mililitarv Tasks” 
“On the other hand,” the broadcast continued, “we must not despair. From the col­ 
lapse in the past we must keep in mind one thing: the idea of our unity, the idea of front 
comradeship, the idea o f assistance to each other.” 
The Von Krosigk broadcast said that “ he was the leading minister of the Reich gov­ 
ernment.” Doenitz had appointed him for the purpose of “winding up all military tasks.” 
Allies Occupy Holland 
Earlier the British radio quoted the German-directed Scandinavian Telegraph 
Bureau as saying Field Marshal Montgomery had refused to negotiate for the sur­ 
render of Norway unless the capitulation offer was extended to the Russian-.

The excitement over Denmark’* liberation had not entirely .subsided. A small 
detachment of Americans entering Copenhagen yesterday was fired upon by roof­ 
top snipers, presumed to be Danish Nazis. 
The snipers met with return fire from American and British soldiers, freedom 
fighters and members of the Danish police. The skirmish ocurred in the capital’s 
main square. Occupation of Holland by the Canadian First Army was scheduled 
today. 
The “Flenshurg radio” has been used for several days for the issuance of German 
communiques and official German orders. Flenshurg is just below the German-Danish 
border in an area surrendered last week to Field Marshal Montgomery. London authori­ 
ties said it seemed unlikely that Montgomery had permitted the Germans to continue 
broadcasting from there, but there was no official explanation. Radio monitors here said 
the station, if not actually located at Flensburg, was certainly in that area. 
Grand Admiral Karl Doenitz ordered his German submarine crews to cease hostilities 
today as Stockholm dispatches declared that Nazi commanders in Norway—site of most of 
the remaining U-boat bases—already had signed Allied surrender terms. 
Scuttling Ships Forbidden 
In a broadcast order of the day over the Flensburg radio Doenitz told the submarine 
crews: “crushing superiority has compressed us into a very narrow area. Continuation of 
the struggle is impossible from the bases that remain.” 
Earlier the new self-styled Nazi fuehrer had directed crews of all German warships 
and merchantmen not to scuttle their ships. 
These developments stirred hopes in London that a V-E Day proclamation was at 
hand hut in the south the Allies continued to meet resistance from (he last German armies 
battling on the continent. 
Czech patriots were struggling in the streets of Prague in an effort to wrest their capi­ 
tal city from the Nazis. Gen. Batton threw at last IO ll. S. Third Army infantry and 
armored divisions into the battle for Czechoslovakia capturing Bilsen, 50 miles southwest 
of Prague. 
Russian troops in Czechoslovakia smashed into tin1 outskirts of the war production 
center of Olmuetz (Olomouc), 128 miles southeast of Prague. Two Soviet armies in Moravia 
and German-annexed Sudetenland were threat* ning to trap thousands of Nazi troops in a 
pocket developing east of Olmuetz as the Nazis sought to retreat toward Prague. 
Confirm Capitulation 
Other Red army forces captured the German island seaplane base of Ruegen, 15 miles 
south of Sweden, and cleared all Germany’s Baltic shores. 
The London Exchange Telegraph agency said in a dispatch from Stockholm that “ it 
was learned here that the capitulation of German forces in Norway already is a fact.” 
It added that Hans Thomsen, German minister to Stockholm, “is on his way from Oslo 
to Stockholm with the capitulation document already signed.” 
The correspondent for Dagens Nyheter on the Swedish-Norwegian border said that 
Thomsen already had. returned to Sweden from Oslo, hut qualified the story somewhat 
with the statement that the capitulation document “probably was signed.”

Armed forces of the United States 
made extensive use of the G ettys­ 
burg National Military Park during 
World War II. An active training 
unit occupied the vacant CCC camp 
nearly a year, and a Prisoner-of- 
War camp has been located in the 
park since May 1944. Thirty thou­ 
sand men of the arm ed forces have 
used the park for training or biv­ 
ouacking since the active training 
period preceding the outbreak of the 
war. 
While the establishment of a reg­ 
ular training base such as Camp Colt 
of World War I was not proposed 
by the War Department for the 
Gettysburg National M ilitary Park. 
this battlefield upheld its tradition 
of taking a part in war preparations 
In our national crisis.
